1. Harassaant of Air Corridor Traffic 
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On all of these occasions, the throe Western controllers in 
th« BASC reainded tho Soriot oloaont that Soriot aircraft flying 
along or across tho corridors would hate to abido by tho agrood fcur- 
povor rulos for such flights , i. o«, filo flight plans with tho BASC 
for flights in tho corridors and eoaply with tho agrood quadripartite 
rulos for corridor crossings* Tho Soriot roprosontatiTos vers vamod 
that Vostorn ailitary and eoaaoroial flights in tho corridors vould 
proceed as usual.

On U February, Soriot fightor airoraft on two occasions 
bussod an RAF Peabroke aircraft onroato to Borlin with tho British 
Anbasssdor to Vast Germany as a passenger. British ailitary 
soureas roportod tho pianos had aado a dangaronsly eloso pass about 
500 foot froa tho transport. That aaaa day, two DSAF transport 
pianos proceeding* to Borlin Tia tho north corridor woro oloooly 
approaohad by Soriot airoraft three tines. 

Oaring tho aoming of 15 February, seToral United States 
oivil sad ailitary airoraft flying in the south corridor were 
harassed by Soviet fighter aircraft. On one eoeaaien the fighters 
oaae within 20 feet of a C-12A and aade gestures indicating the 
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pilot should land, bat the Globemaster pilot remained on course. 

Rows aedia subsequently reported that ono Soriot fighter pilot had 

lowered hie landing gear, indicating the C-124 should land, and 

requested radio permission from hie oonmsnder to fire a burst to

Contacted through his JACK Pill command poet, General lorstad 

direoted the French plane to take off immediately and the flight 

proceeded without incident. 

The Soriot Union was warned in identical protest notes from the 

three Western Powers on 15 February that it was "running grare risks"

in its Berlin air corridor harassment. They held the Soriot 

gorornment "responsible for the oonsequences of any incidents which 

might occur." United States authorities announced that "certain 

military contingency plans" had been put into effeot to safeguard 

Allied aircraft flying the Berlin air corridors. Although Russian 

jots had swept out of the corridors and directly orer Vest Berlin, 

the Communists celled the Western charges "purest fiction." 
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Additional flight plan* on Soviet aircraft vara passed to tha 
Western Alliad eleaents in tha BASC on February 20th, 21at, 26th, 
27th and 28th for Soviet flights in tha three air corridor*. 
These plans were always aade available one day in advance of the 
flights. There were no reported incidents of aircraft harassaent 
in February after the Russians began filing flight plans. 
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Thar* vera three inotanoea of Soviet aircraft approaching 
Vaatarn Powor flight* oloaely enough to call for oral protoat by 
Allied element eontrollara in Maroh. On 7 Haroh, tvo Soviet jot 
aircraft haraeacd a Royal Air Foro* Pembroke. Tho Soviet jeta 
made aararal rnna and broaka in front ot th* Britiab aireraft, flaw 
alongside, and orbitod around it, ooning within 100 yarda. A OSAF 
C-130 flying in tha aoath corridor on 22 Karch vaa approachad by tvo 
Soriot jot fightara which paaiod from loft to right at loaa than 
100 faot diatance. Tha pilot of a Britiah Europaan Airwaya Viacount 
aircraft on 30 Karch raportad a Comnuniat fightar paaaing bolow hia 
aircraft fron laft to right in aix-aightha cloud 'layer conditiona 
and poor viaibility.

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United Statee and Great Britain lodged vigoroua proteata againat

However, unregistered Soviet jet fighter 

flights in the corridors, always heavier in the aaneaver aoaths of 

Karoh and April, increased to an unprecedented degree during April 

1962. Up to that tiae, Soviet fighter aotivity in the corridors 

even during Soviet aaneuvers had been sparse enough to perait the 

issuance of radio warnings on an individual basis by the Berlin 

air traffic center, but in April the center began sending blanket 

warnings en the presence of Soviet aircraft in the corridors to all 

Vestern flights.

air space in this period had, of course, no mere legal validity

on the corridors. It was only in 1958, after 13 years ef Western 

Allied precedent for flying above 10,000 feet in the corridors on 
oocanion as the weather or operational factors required, that 
Soviet objections took the form of threats and refusals te guarantee 
flight safety. Thereafter, allied high altitude flights in the 
corridors were invariably intercepted by Soviet fighters* Neverthe- 
less, it was Allied policy in the first half ef 1962 te publicly 

minimise the new Soviet harassment taotioe, although alert newsmen

asde this difficult. The United States policy latent was net te 

give the Berliners the impression that the Soviet harassment tactics 

were following an upward curve despite all the Western Powers could 

do. 
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Whether legal- or not? the Russian tactics In the spring of 

1962 were a further phase of the relentless Comaunlst campaign to 

gradually circumscribe and finally choke-off the Vest's crucial

air access to Berlin. The Soviets bed flown in the air corridors 

since the end of the Second World War, but by plaolng a larger 

number of aircraft in this United airspace without BASC ooatrol 

they were in effeot searohinf oat the Units of the situation and

defining It. Thoy were underlining the point that those airlanas 

vere not oxolnsiToly for Western uooi a fact vhioh night bo of 

oonaidorabla inpertanoe to any future Allied airlift to Berlin. 

Kevertheleos, seme ebserrers felt in this period that there voro 

signs of a possible Soviet aooommodation on the Berlin issue. 

Others believed that the constant Soviet probing and pleoeneal 

•ncroachnent over the years had gained considerable sucoess in 

allowing them to make their own definition of the Allied commitment 

79 
to Berlin. In 1955, when the Soviets transferred control over 

oivilian traffio on the land reutee to Berlin to the Bast Germans, 

the Allies allowed the neve to go uncontested. When the Soviets 

threatened in 1958 to extend Beet German control to include allied 

military traffio, "the United States formed the "agent 11 theory, 

whereby GBR controlling officiele would be regarded as Soviet 

agents. Construction of the "wall" dividing Berlin in August 1961 

at one blow reduced the Pour Power Statute to a few vestiges. 

After the wall, the Allies amnounoed that they were responsible 

for their respective sectors of the city end aoeeeo thereto — 

nothing more. 
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It was in the Light of this cumulative process that 
Berliners inevitably regarded Soviet harassment of the Allied air 
corridors. They questioned whether the United States plan for 
internationalization of the access routes originally presented 
by US Ambassador Llewellyn Thompson in Moscow was not responsible 
for the Soviet air corridor harassment of 1962, since the plan 
indicated a willingness to make concessions on the hitherto 
"immutable right" of access to Berlin. 
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CHAPTER 7 
MANEUVERS AND EXERCISES 

A. FIRST HALF 1962 

The sain NATO exerciaea held during the first half of 1962 
were LONG THRUST II and III, and GRAND SLAM. The latter vaa in 
the exercise schedule for the year. LONG THHDST II, a short 
notice exercise, vaa tha first of a aarias in a United States 
Strike Coaaand (USSTBICON) program, and the first of thia kind in 
which USAFE partioipated.

The new operations plan differed in some respeots fron that for 
the exeroiae oanoelled in May 1961. Three battle groups of tha 4th 
Division, US Amy, instead of a three-battle-group task force from 
the 101st Airborne Division were to be deployed to the Allied Command 
Europe (ACE) area.

The newly positioned 152nd Tactical Control Group gained initial 
experience in executing control procedures* LONG THRDST was the first 
full-scale exercise in which thia organisation acted as the priaary 
radar controlling agency. 



In Phase II there had been difficulties aeeociated prlaarily with 
the radar and eouunieationa ground support of exercise aircraft. There 



had been no najor probleaa which had Jeopardized tha accomplish- 
ment of exerciae objectirea. 



2. LOK ffBfl III 



Tha mission of USAFE'e Seventeenth Air Forca in LONG THUD ST III 

was the support of tha deployment and redeployment off-loading and 

on-loading at Rheln Main Air Base, or at Sembach or Rams tain Air 

Bases if either of these vera used as an alternate base. A total 

of 2000 troops and 150 tons were off-loaded. There being no 

maneuvers and no guest observer bureau, the unit tasked in this 

project was the 7310th Air Base King at Rhein Main. 

On 28 May Headquarters Seventeenth Air Force reported to USAFB 
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that no major problem had attended the executiot of LONQ THflDST III* 



However, the official flow schedule had been received too late to 
change planned requirements based upon informal information. In 
emphasising the necessity for early receipt of flow schedules, this 
headquarters recommended that a standard LONG THHJST document be 
prepared to provide for these exercises, thereby requiring a mlnisnn 
relay of information for eaoh exercise. 

On 11 June 1962 the Seventh US Army published an operation plan 
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for implementation of a USSTRICOM operation plan. This plan, 

dated 19 April, set up a program of recurrent L0H5 THHDST eperationa. 

At approximately 90-day intervale, USAREUR would participate in a 

JGS-directed and RATO-eponsored LOHG THHDST mobility exercise. The 

purpose of the operation plan was to provide for the orderly rotation 

of United States forces available for SACEUR Strategic Reserves and 

those temporarily stationed in the ACE Central Region. 

USAFE on 15 June issued Operation Flan 152-62 which tasked the 

Seventeenth Air Force for only the provision of base support as 

required at the alternate arrival and departure airfields if used in 
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a LONG THHDST exercise. This plan reflected the assignment of 

Rhein Main Air Base from the Seventeenth Air Force to the 322nd Air 

Division, effective 1 July 1962. 



The mission af the exercise was four-fold: (1) to exarclae 
the USAFE wax plana and teat proeeduraa In support of a concept 
designed for the exercise; (2) to test the capability and 
flexibility of the current "in-being" communications system; (3) 
to defend the Fourth ATAF-CENTAG area of responsibility through 
execution of the regional defense plan; and U) to exercise 
co— and and control at each lerel of command.

Evaluation 



After the receipt of unit final reports and staff recommendations 
this headquarters on 25 May 1962 issued the final report on GRAND 
SLAM I to Fourth ATAF, with information copies to Headquarters USAFE 
and headquarters staff agencies. This report outlined command 
participation and included appropriate recommendations for conduct of 
future exercises. 

A serious defect in the exercise vas that the conventional and 
nuclear capabilities of Seventeenth Air Force units vas not exploited 
fully. Aircraft, crews and weapons were available for conduct of 
additional sorties but were not tasked* Delay until the declaration 
of R-Hour before assigning targets to nuclear aircraft that were 
maintaining a quick action alert (QAA) posture left these aircraft 
as prime targets for "enemy" air efforts. In the event of actual war 
they would not survive. This situation was totally unrealistic. 

Also, it was unrealistic for the aggressor force to survive the 
NATO nuclear assault and retain the capability to retaliate with 
vigor. Logistic procedures and capability were not tested to the 
extent desired. CENTAF did not follow one method consistently in 
handling strike releases; a result was that duplicate strikes were 
laid on for the same target. 
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Ae in previous exercises there were the usual late changes in 
directivea. USAFE recommended that Fourth ATAF develop a standard 
•zeroise directira for use in all NATO-aponaorad exercises. This 
would eliminate tha naad for last-minute changaa and reduea the 
large amount of effort required of subordinate headquarters in 
planning and carrying out this type of exercise. Also, no change 
in exercise procedures and concept* ought to be introduced during 
the U days preceding the start of an exercise. 

The late receipt of frag orders during the exercise resulted in 
confusion and failure to accomplish reconnaissance nissions. Intelli- 
gence information provided during the pis/ was not adequate. In 
several respcota information was not available readily. This was 
true in the land situation and in eosananications between the COG and 
United Kingdom bases. 

On the other hand, some improvements had been mad*. It was noted 
that base personnel were best qualified, to develop base incident plans. 
Also, the assumption by base control cells of a greater portion of 
responsibility for control than in previous exeroises resulted in 
effeotive accomplishment. Through use of a low level broadcast control 
system Seventeenth Air Force aircraft were controlled effectively. 

The automatic attack program for conventional offensive aircraft 
was conduoted in an excellent manner. In ground support operations 
the procedure by which pilots obtained all ground support results 
from the FAG was an improvement over the procedure in previous exercises. 
The Seventeenth Air Foroe Combat Support Cell took a considerable load 
from the Fourtn ATAF COG and worked well. 



The play of coamunicationa outagea was aucceseful in that pa- 
routing and recovery capabilities were practiced. Tha single aide- 
band and high frequency equipment uaa of great value to the tactical 
unita. Except during the pre-exerciae period, (J SAFE communications 
in general were adequate.

and OSAFE exercise directivee. Tha Sarantaanth Air Forca war plans 

vara tha Emergency Dafanaa Plan (EDP), Nudaar Strika Plan (NSP) and 

Coabat Alert Plan (CAP). 

The movement of forces and equipment vara to ba simulated for the 
30 
exercise of var plana. Exeroiae employment of forces vaa permitted 

but vaa not allowed to Interfere with the conduct or objectirea of the 

exercise. At their own dieoretion ving oommandera vere permitted to 

fly their forces. However, the flying vhich occurred vas too 

insignificant for report. This was due to tl extensive on-base play 

and the weather criteria impoeed upon participation. 

All Seventeenth Air Force subordinate units vere included in the 
exercise task organiaationa. They executed their assigned tasks as 
set forth in war plana and at the appropriate atages of alert within 
the exeroiae franevork. Emphasis was placed upon procedurea and command 
functiona of Seventeenth Air Forces assigned to SACEDR and of thoac 
USAF unite available to support thie command's tasks and aisaiona. The 
Central European and United Kingdom Communications Regions of the USAF 
Communications Service vere included in these DSAF unite available. 
When directed by the Commander-in-Chief of USAFE (CIHCUSAFE) Seventeenth 
Air Fprcea asaigned to SACEUR were transferred to the operational 
control of Fourth ATAFj at the termination of the exeroiae they were 
returned to the operational control of the Commander of the Seventeenth 
Air Force. 

During the period 6-19 September actions were suspended during 
non-duty houre and weekends.
